MADE TO-DAY IN THE: | 
UNION CONSUMATION 


The General Council. of the new 
United Church of Canada, when it 
| Meets today, (Wednesday, June 10th. 
1925) in Toronto, will gather in cir- 
cumstances _of dramatic and historic 
interest. 

The body will . consist of 150 
Methodists, 150 Presbyterians, 40 Con 
gregationalists, and ten representatives 
of the Council of local union churches 
mostly from Western Canada Meet- 
ing for the last time as Congregation- 
alists, Methodists and Preshyteians. 
the representatives of those denomina, 
tions will gather at a central place and 
march to Massey Hall, undoubtedly 
escorted by many hundreds of non- 
delegates eager to have a part in the 
ceremony. « 

There will be a solemn service of dedi 

cation and consecration. in a form al- 
ready laid down, in) which important 
parts will be taken by the heads of the 
three churches—Rev. Dr, S. D. Chown 
general superintendent of the Meth- 
odist church; Rev..Dr. W. T. Gunn 
the chief negotiator for the congrega- 
tional church in the union. procedings. 
and Dr Pidgeon, the present moderator 
of the Presbyterian assembly. 
The first, communion service ‘of the 
United church -will. follow,-In the 
afternoon and evening there will be 
great mass meetings devoted to praise 
and inspiration, and the following day, 
at’ the Metropolitan church, the 350 
delegates assemble to carry on the busi 
ness of the united denominations. 

While decisions rest with council 
itself; it is believed that Dr. Pidgeon, 
Dr Chown and Dr Gunn will preside 
in turn over the sessions, An executive 
head for the church must be appoint- 
The council will be faced, with a 
great variety of business, making pro- 
vision for the merging of duplicating 
machinery of many sorts, co-ordinat- 
ing presbyteries and. conferences hear- 
ing reports and. taking action on mat- 
ters affecting missions, education, 
church publications and a hundred and 
one things. Committee which have 
been at work for months will have their 
recommendations ready and hundreds 
of thousands of ‘Canadians -will follow 

with the keenest interest the work of 
the delegates making history by this 
creation of a new church,

RETAIL MERCHANTS. 
WAIN, & DISTRICT 
NOW RE-ORGANIZED 


It was a tht teres representative gather- 
ing of the merchants of Wainwright 


which met at the Wainwright hote! 
last week and in company with sev- 
eral from Edgerton and ‘Chauvin the 
ly enjoyed. 

The occasion was the organisation >of 
banquet to which they sat was thorough 
“The Wainwright District Retail Mer 
chants’ Association,” and’if the royal 
‘spread put up by Mine host Conroy 
was any criterion, the future: augurs 
well for the new body; all voting it 
the finest imaginable, 

But although it was well that our 
merchants put aside business worries 
on this occasion, and met in friendly 
discussion af. the problems peculiar to 


| their several callings, that was not the 


sole purpose of their gathering togeth- 
er. 

At the close of the “eats” portion of 
the proceedings, Ex-mayor 
who acted as chairman, introduced 
Messrs G. S. Hougham, provincial sec 
retary of the Retail -Merchants’ as- 
sociation, J. S. Lucas, manager of the 
fire insurance department of that hody 
and A C McKay, who is the new field 
representative for Alberta 

After a few appropriate remarks 
anent the purpose of the affair, the 
chairman called upon Mr Hougham 
to address those present, and, in his 
opening remarks, that gentleman stat- 
ed that he could hardly recall an in- 
stance. of facing a more - interested 
group of business men, He stated that 
“get-together” meetings were all good 
but “stay-together” organisation 
by far rather to be desired. 

The speaker said he considered it 
hardly, necessary to attempt:to sell the 
business men today: on the idea of or- 
ganisation—they were no doubt fully 
alive to the benefits accruing from 
such a course, It was only the kind of 
organisation best suited to the needs 
of them all that he wished to point out 
to them in the interests of better mer- 
chandising—both from the standpoint 
of the seller and consumer. He asked 
his hearers to disabuse their minds of 
the fact that sélfish treatment and. in 
terests Were necessary in the business 
Jife of today, and to enforce his point 
he quoted the slogan of International 
Rotary—"He profits most who serves 
best!” 

Only by true co-operation between 
all. classes, producers, merchants and 
consumers alike, he said could service 
be the real aim and object-of any organ 
isation, The true purpose from coas/ 
to coast, was to perpetuate and pre- 
serve the integrity of the independent- 
ly owned and efliiciently conducted re 
tail store. There was grave ‘danger o° 
the disappearance of the retail store 
and unless there ‘was a full feeling “of 
confidence—which was the fundament 
al basis of good merchandising—be- 
tween all parties interested, such might 
prove eventually to be .the case, 

Success in any community for the 
merchant was only possible to the ex- 
tent .to which the confidence of the 
clientele was retained, and it see med 
that this was being somewhat under- 
mined. i 

In dealing with many of the prob- 
lems which confront ‘the average mer 
chant in his. ‘business, he cited in- 
stances where ‘legislation in many 
cases worked a hardship, These errors 
were being attacked by the association 
at large, and would no doubt eventual 
ly all be eliminated. He dealt with 
such things as early war measures— 
the luxury tax, .the sales tax, the stamp 
tax ete—and showed’ the need the 
association felt to stress. .the curtail-| 
menit of what seemed somewhat foolish 
measures, when figured by today’s 
needs. 

He outlined a conipretiensive picture 
of the workings of the Dominion or- 
ganisation in protecting the interests 
ofthe retail merchants all over Canada 
and pointed out that the head ‘body 
could only function to the best advant- 
age when properly supported by the 
smaller units which went to make up 
the total. The individual merchant Was 
of course, the real main gtay of the. 
whole association, and’ only in so_ tar 
as the individual backed up every ef- 
fort put forth could thé whole organis 
ation become tlre success it desired to 
become, and derive the benefits for its 
members which it hoped to. achieve. 

Befor’ closing an interesting speech 
‘Mr Hougham cited several instances 
where great benefits had accrued to

In rising to address the meeting, Mr 


McKay, the new organiser. explained 
that this was by way of an initation 
trip for him, as he was quite new on’ 
the staff of the: Provincial body, He 
wished however, to. make it clear that 
he was heart and soul in the work of 
the association, and ha drelinquished a 
good htisiness appointment to take up 
his sphere, as he considered that an 


education of the merchants themselyes

‘At these meet- 
mgs are always to be found many 
of the country’s leaders in industry, 
commerce and finance representing 
all parts of the Dominion, and the 
president's report is looked upon as 
an epitome of business conditions 
throughout the whole of Canada. Of 
course, all the shareholders cannot 
attend, they are far Oo many and. 
they are too widely scattered, par-' 
ticularly in recent years when the 
holding of Canadian Pacific stock or 
bonds has greatly grown in popu- 
larity among the small investors of 
the country. If all were present

The meeting was this year held 
on May 6 and the chairman and 
president, Mr. BH. W. Beatty, drew at- 
tention to the company's lessened 
earnings during 1924 which had re- 
sulted from a decrease in the move- 
ment of manufactured articles and 
@ smaller crop movement for the 
year. These conditions, he said, had 
continued during the first. three 
months of the present year, but 
during the month of April the 
decrease in gross earnings were 
appreciably less which gave ground 
fer the belief that conditions were 
slowly improving.

with very unsatisfactory financial 
returns, He said the companies felt 
they had been placed on trial and 
therefore were making the fullest 
disclosures of the traffié conditions 
and of the results of the operation 
of the Canadian Pacific Steamships, 
Ltd. 

Attention was drawn to the need 
of an aggressive immigration policy 
and the unsatisfactory results so far 
this year when 10,792 immigrants 
came te Canada as against 23,880 
during the-same period of the pre- 
vious year. Mr, Beatty pointed out 
there 'was nothing fundamentally un- 
sound in Canada’s immigration laws, 
but there was an apparent lack of 
concerted and definite policies in 
Great Britain and om the continent. 
There was encouragement in the 
fact that emigration from, the British 
Isles was becoming more active, 
enquiries from the United States. 
were becoming more numerous and 
the continental field showed consid- 
erable promise.

Probably: everything that can be said 
against these co-operative enterprises 
here has been said against similar or 
ganizations. in other places, and was 
said about the wheat pool when it wa: 
started. But the Alberta wheat 
from the beginning has ‘been able tc 
do ‘business on its merits with the 
banks, In the United States the tobac 
co pools were at first dependent for 
their credits upon the federal govern 
ment and the intermediate farm credits 
banks, but are now being largely fin- 
anced by the big private banks, This 
is effective indication that they have 
taken their place-as permanent institu 
tions in the business world. 

But when growers went into these 
American pools,’ and when. Alberta 
farmers went into the wheat pool in 
this proyince, they did so of their own 
volition; no one forced them in. The 
farmers had to make up their own 
minds as to whether they would go in 
or stay out. And that is the position 
now in respect of the egg pool, 
dairy pool and the cattle pool. 

We are-of the opinion that the suc- 
cess of the wheat pool will induc 
many farmers to regard the new pools 
sympathetically but the only advice w« 
feels competent to give them, is to see 
in’ the évent of the formation of the
